citizens the chief magistrate rever- 
ently took the oath and calmly deliv- 
ered his inaugural 


During the morning hoifrs the city 


was fairly overrun with the military 
and gorgeously uniformed civic socie- 
ties, and the blare of bands resounded 
on all sides. Great crowds packed the 
streets and displayed a livelj interest 
in the exercises of the day. The

THEODORE ROOSEVELT

Pittsburgr, March 4.—Seven persons, 


six men and a woman, were killed and 
two score ol" others injured in a rear- 
end collision between two special pas- 
senger trains from Cleveland, on the 
Pittsburg, Ft Wayne & Chicago road, 
en route to Washington. The accident 
happened at 
Clifton station, eijfht 


miles west 
of Pittsburg, and was 


caused by the first special's stopping 
to repair ajhot box. Tlie second train 
followed ao closely that the flagman 
had not'time to. get back far enough 
to prevent the disastrous collision. 
The first train carried a battalion of 
the Ohio engineers. It was made up 
of six coaches and a baggage car. The 
second train, with the same number of 
«ars, carried the Tippecanoe club of 
Cleveland with a band and 25 or 30 
women. When the crash came the 
•passengers in the rear car of Jh« first 
tram were the principal sufferers, and 
all of the fatalities were in that car. 
The wreck took fire from the locomo- 
tive and the entire first train and 
three CAYS of the second were burned. 
New trains were made up and sent to 
the scene to bring the dead and in- 
jured to Pittsbnrg. The disaster oc-

curred at 7:Q5 o'clock Friday evening. 


The engineer of the second train 


says the block signal showed a green 
light and his train went ahead,at the 
rate of about 45 or 50 miles -an hour. 
When the impact came the engine of 
the second train plowed through the 
rear Pullman, in which the officers 
were, and half way into the tourist 
car just ahead of it.

BOTTLE SHAKERS.

The bottle shakers of France form a 


somewhat unique set of expert wage 
earners. 


All the larger firms of champagne 


makers at Keirus use only the juice 
from the first pressing of the grape for 
champagne. 


The juice is taken in barrels to the 


cellars and poured into large vats. The 
wine remains in these vats from Oc- 
tober until January, when the mixing 
takes place. 
This mixture is called 


the cuvee, and it stands again until 
April or June, when th* great opera- 
tion of filling the bottles take; place. 


First, the bottles are tliorouj-aJy test- 


ed and well cleaned. Then the long 
pipes are extended to the bottles from 
the mighty vats that hold the cuvee. 
and as the bottles are filled, corked and 
wired they are lowered in baskets to 
the caves below, where they are studi- 
ed. 


These bottles are now loft from one 


to two years, when they are put in 
small racks, necks downward, and for 
two or three mouths each bottle Js 
given daily a geutlo little shake by an 
experienced workman. In this \\-uy rite 
sediment is brought irraduiilly to the 
cork and tho wine* becomes perfectly 
clear.

*UNCLE SAM'S INCREASING FAMILY OF STATES 


HE recent congression- 


al agitation over the 
question of admitting 
certain territorial gov- 
ernments of the Unit- 
ed States to full state- 
hood suggests the fact 
that the time Is very 


luar when there will be no further de- 
mand for legislation of this kind. With 
the ingathering of New Mexico. Arizo- 
na, Oklahoma and the Indian Territory, 
either singly or in pairs, the great 
American union of states will be corrf* 
plfte. Further accretions to the parent 
stem must come either from extraterri- 
torial lands already in possession of the 
government or from contiguous soil 
now belonging to other powers. It is 
a\fo possible, of course, that In time 
home or all of the minor independent 
governments now existing in the An- 
tlllean groups may seek protection be- 
neath the aegis1* of the united American 
slate. 


These last remaining territorial divi- 


sions are contiguous, although the state 
of Texas reacHes so far northward in 
one part of its boundary that Oklahoma 
is connected with New Mexico by a 
narrow neck. 
That these four geo- 


graphical dlvUIona are the la»t to reach 
htatehood must not 1>« attributed to 
their lack of natural qualification. A 
large pan of tb* territory la capable of 


kvelopmcnt. and a portion of It com*

be found in the fact that It has been se- 
questrated but recently from lands de- 
voted by the government to Indian oc- 
cupation. As soon as It ceased lo be a 
reservation it made more rapid strides 
toward statehood than has been the 
case with any other region opened to 
actual settlement. 


This superior agricultural section, 


most of which is contained in the area 
denominated Oklahoma, was included 
in the original Louisiana purchase. It 
was part of the unorganized country 
set apart by congress as Indian land. 
This was in 1S34. and for many years 
thereafter the whole district \v,is out- 
side the realm of law. In I860 the dif- 
ferent tribes occupying tiv.se lands be- 
gan to cede th-elr rights to the govern- 
ment, receiving therefor on an av» rage 
about 20 cents an acre. Having thus 
secured a large area of this land, the 
government began to remove to its new [ 
acquisition the remnants of \anous 
tribes that still remained in the middle 
west. 


Although white men were forbidden 


by law to enter this reservation, they 
persisted In doing so, and many and 
various schemes for colonization wero 
hatched. In 1879 several persistent at- 
tempts were made to enter forcibly 
upon these larils, but troops were sent 
to the territory, and the squatters were 
dislodged. President Hayei found It 
necessary to l««ue two proclamations to 
warn the boonv-rs, and troopa were 
kept ready to enforc* MM prohibition. 
In 1»8* conar#M authorised the pre»l* 
d*nt to tofffn MvotHUIonf with th* 
Cm* Vbd amlftwi* Indian* f*r in* 


purpose of opening these lands to set- 
tlement. It took four years to close the 
bargain with the red men, who had 
begun to have inflated ideas concerning: 
the value of their possessions. 


In 1889 President Harrison issued a 


proclamation declaring the region open 
to public entry. At that time the only 
government authority in the entire sec- 
tion was a United States court. April 
22 was appointed as the first day of 
entry. A great multitude of prospec- 
tive settlers camped just without the 
territory to be opened, arid several 
companies of regulars were necessary 
to prevent blood&hed in tho mad scram- 
ble which was anticipated. 
The ex- 


pectant mob xvas kept back until noon. 
Then the wildest race ever known in 
that part of the world began. A fever- 
ish rush for the best lands and town 
sit*s was followed almost immediately 
by the upsprim?Ing of numerous canvas 
towns, each oC which was determined 
to secure the capital. There was such a 
va-st influx of settlers that tho popula- 
tion increased with extraordinary ra- 
pidity. In 1891. 1893 and 1901 addition- 
al lands were allotted, arid the scones of 
the first distribution were re-enacted. 


There was no government In the 


country save the corrective makeshift 
proposed by Judge Lynch until the 
creation of Oklahoma territory in 1890. 
The first legislature met at Guthrie and 
did nothing but quarrel over the loca- 
tion of the capital. The agitation for 
statehood b*a-an immediately, and a

The present Indian Territory H that 


part of the original reservation which 
was retained by the tribes for their own 
occupation. It has an area of about 
31,000 square miles, and on account of 
its isolation as an exclusively Indian 
reservation no reliable surveys have 
been made. It is well known, however, 
to be as good an agricultural region as 
Oklahoma. The entire area Is divided 
between the Indians of the five civi- 
lized nations and those of seven reser- 
vations who are not yet regarded as 
wholly tamed. The population Is ap- 
proximately half a million, and the sec- 
tions belonging to the civilized tribes 
furnish 97 per cent of It. For several 
years the country has been largely in- 
creased by Incoming whites, who onn 
o\vn no property and have no part In 
the government. It is b»l!e\ed that at 
present there are nearly 100,000 white 
children of school age who arc entitled 
to such privileges only a«i the Indl.in 
citizens accord them. 
In justice to 


these same citizens of the civilized na- 
tions it must be admitted that they ! 
have dealt with great Jlbejnllty In the ' 
matter of providing facilities for the 
education of the. white children born In 
the territory. Many whites havo mar- 
ried Into Indian families and by so do- 
Ing attained oiti/.enshlp by adoption. 


Th« flve nHtlona, Cb«;rokee«, Creeks, 


Chickasaws. Choetaws and Semltfoles, 
were guaranteed their tribal authority 
by lh« government. Kach nation •>»- 
tabll»h*d a form of (rovrrnrnerit mod- 
el**! after that of the utafrn. having n 
governor, ftenat* ami legislature elected 
by pi B alar vote.

The president was com- 
pelled to assume the veto power in or- 
der to counteract legislation detrimen- 
tal to the Interests of nonvoters. Vari- 
ous Indian commissions have- trU-d to 
correct existing e.vlls. but no lemedj 
has proved effectual. Time has been 
much effort to induce tin- five nations 
to give up their ttlbal authority, ntnl 
two of them—the Oioctavvs ,md the 
Chickasaws— haw 
promised to do -r>

On this tract of tinny-nine 
acres nearly SOO cottages have been 
completed aud are occupied, and the 
plans call for a tot.il of 1.2-44 cot- 
tages. In this venture the London 
county council is investing $2,000,000.

Trades Unionism In the Orient

TJR working-men might find something to imitate in the 


oriental, who is a firm believer in his trade union. 
The 


American superintendent in charge of the building of the 
American legation at Peking was careless enough to praise 


the work of a group of workmen brought in from the outside, to whom 
was being paid a somewhat higher wage on account of their greater 
efficiency. The immediate result was A STRIKE OF ALL THE 
OTHER GROUPS FOR EQUAL WAGES, saying tfey ought 
not to render an equal service unless they had equal pay. In Peking 
•U the higher officials, native and foreign, with their families, pay 
official and social calls in sedan chairs. 
The chair bearers have a 


union which MONOPOLIZES tho work, and no person outside of 
the union is allowed to carry any chair for any man. Moreover, the 
rates charged are four or five times those received by other workmen 
engaged in work requiring the same degree of skill. The barbera' 
union in some place* has taken the position that the art of shampooing 
is beneath the dignity of the barber's calling and that no member of 
the barbers' guild must give a shampoo. 
Moreover, for ten days 


before the Chinese New Year, when every one must have hia head 
Bhaved and the barbers are extremely busy, they all arc forbidden in 
certain sections of tho country to clean their customers' ears, which 
at other times forma a part of tho regular work. 
LIMITING 


WORK, we see, was practiced in China long before it was here.

formerly not admitted to tho state examinations which give them 
a chance at official life. 
T hey were considered too low \n the social 


scale. Tho union FORCED the, government to open to them tho 
examination halls.

is the cas« with us, while the results are purtly evil and partly good, 
M with us. They could teach our unions many tricks, as they could 
our politic*! reformers.
